DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claim 1 of applicant's 9/10/2008 Amendment is patentable over the prior 
art of record because the teachings of the references taken as a whole do not show or 
render obvious the combination set forth, including a reverse roller with a sponge 
member having an outer periphery formed with a coating layer having a surface 
smoothed to such an extent as to have a gloss, and wherein the coating layer has a 
mean surface roughness Ra satisfying the following formula: 0.09 </= Ra </= 0.1 1 ; 
and a maximum height Ry, a ten-points mean roughness Rz and a maximum roughness 
Rmax that fall within the range of the following formulae: 0.46 </= Ry </= 0.60, 0.39 </= 
Rz </= 0.80, and 13.20 </= Rmax </= 35.36.
